Jewish Religious Education Board was not held at the beginning

Although the dinner formally closed the appeal for £15,000, since it 
fell short of over five thousand pounds of the amount asked for there 
is no possible reason why those who have not done so should not now 
send in their donations.» They cannot hope, it is true, to obtain the 
blessing of having given twice through having given promptly.

description—with which their consciences must visit them if, after

_FHE FAILING APPEALS. 
MR. FREDERIC S$, FRANKLIN -sends to-us this week a most 
interesting. and valuable contribution upon what must be regarded as 
a question of questions for the community, so far as. its domestic 
affairs are concerned,—the .paucity of support recently accorded to 
charitable appeals. FRANKLIN speaks with authority and dis- 
interested zeal, and we hope that his words will receive  wide- 
spread ‘attention. in a practical spirit... Briefly, Mr. FRANKLIN’S 
position is that the community is not as it were “on strike,” that it is 
in fact far more ready to respond to the calls of charity even than in 
- the good old days”’; but that the increasing burdensomeness of such 
calls renders their satisfaction impossible. 
ness is brought about by the rivalry of various institutions leading to 
ihe presentation of demands for large subsidies; the higher standard 
set by a number of ‘institutions, and, in part, the indiscriminate support 
lent to all and every appeal (by the Jewish Press as well as by the 
Jewish pulpit) without regard to merits. 


or the other charity. It is difficult to resist an appeal which hints 
that the penalty of non-compliance is the material starvation of the 
old, or the spiritual. hunger of the young, or some other equally dire 
result. We may, however, remind Mr. FRANKLIN that we have not 
hesitated at times to indulge in severe criticism, witness the case of 
the Bread, Meat, and Coal Society. ‘The situation, however, so far as 
this journal is concerned, is that it finds a number of institutions in 
actual existence each pleading a number of dependent clients whose 
needs of the moment must be met. It has, hence, hardly any option but 
tohelp tomeet them. The ultimate and larger questions of amalgama- 
tion, federation, retrenchment, and so forth, cannot, while these appeals 
are before the public, enter into consideration before the needs of the 
stitutions are satisfied at least to the extent that is possible in 
Present circumstances. That in addition to backing the appeals 
we have advocated a general overhaul and review a glance at the 
hles of this journal would quickly convince Mr. FRANKLIN. Broadly 
Speaking, however—and leaving the question of our own attitude aside

conclusion. . From ene cause or another the old system has broken 


dewn; and as Mr. FRANKLIN. truly says, “a general overhaul by 
competent people is the requirement of the moment.” Only last 
week we published an article from a correspondent calling for .some- 
what similar action—a contribution, by the way, which Mr. FRANKLIN 
seems to. have overlooked. Mr.. FRANKLIN suggests an inquiry. or 
commission. Our correspondent proposed a. representative 
conference of philanthropic workers and «commission. The 
difference is, perhaps, on ‘the face of it, merely. a question of 
procedure, but in reality it is of much greater importance. .\ 
conference would direct its efforts to eliciting expert views on’ what 
is amiss, and would endeavour to elucidate the whole position as it 
In the end it would probably appoint-a committee or 
‘There - 
is, we hold, everything to be said for bringing together that conference — 
first. It would give the general feeling’ in the community an. oppor- 
tunity of expressing itself, and would thus offer some guidance to the 
commission. It might also suggest many’ fruitful lines of inquiry and 
give the commission the needful credentials and prestige. 


Do Something. | 
BE this as it may, we must resolve now to take the whole question 


‘up in dead earnest. We want information from the men who know, 


as to the forces and influences: now at work, and we want the well- 
considered recommendations of such men as to what should. be done 
in the immediate future.

In this way it is 
extremely likely that the recommendations which would result from 
the conference would, in the long run, and perhaps sooner rather than 
later, prove effective, though to secure that end the Commission must 
be of the weightiest possible character with representatives of 
East and West alike, whose authority no one, can challenge

As: everybody knows, financial considerations, are the main réason 
the tield for well-equipped ministers in the country has 
so narrow and ‘unattractive. - But a glance down our 
provincial columns this Week would lead one to the conclusion 
that finances are making a not unfavourable showing. The 
Higher Broughton Synagogue, for instance, has a surplus for the year 
of £150. The Old Hebrew Congregation in the same city tells of an 
increase of some £100 in the seat rentals. Again, the report read at 
‘the annual meeting of the Blackpool’ United’ Hebrew. Congregation 
showed that the congregation (which is just now engaged in a fine 
endeavour to build a new synagogue, an enterprise to which we 
propose at another time to revert in some detail) is in a prosperous 
condition, both as regards finance and membership, while we also read 
that at. the annual meeting of the Southport Congregation a satis- 
factory balance-sheet was presented. We do not say that there are 
not many very poor congregations in the country, but there is much 
likelihood that with the growing prosperity of a number of these 
communities, the congregational finances will improve, and with them 
the opportunities for the ministry, ~ butthis will not be unless a higher 
norm of remuneration for ministers is generally set. Still some of the 
difficulties that go to make up our problem of communal! organisa- 
tion may gradually be mitigated as provincial congregations. wax in 
influence, though for their entire elimination, or anything approaching 
it, we shall have to look to some large constructive scheme.

The Quinquennial Conuress of the International Council of Women was beld 
in Rome during the past-week, and as it was attended by aconsiderable number of 
Jewesses, either as delegates or as members of the National Councils. of ‘their

The idea emanated from the fertile brain of Miss Bertha Pappenheim, Pres: 


dent of the Jiidischer Frauenbund, and: Miss Sadie American, Secretary. of the 


Council of American’ Jewish Women. It met with’ the*heartiest approval. of 
Signor Serena, President of the Congregation in Rome, and of the Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Sacerdoti, who welcomed and entertained the large number of ladies attend 
ing the meeting, which was held in the fine vestry room attached tothe synagogue 

Miss Pappenheim presided, and in emphasising the need for increased co 
operation between the women of various countries, she dréw a-lesson from the 
success which has attended the efforts of the. Jidischer rauenbund in Germany, 


| with its membership of 35,000 women dealing with every species and aspect of work

Miss American followed with a most inspiriting account . of she equally large 
of success attending the efforts of pod council of — women in the 
United States :

Henriette May, of Berlin, and Mrs, Salis Simon, of Manchester, have consented 
to act as Hon. Secretaries, and’as the preliminary expenses will be small, no 
Treasurer was appointed for the present.

Nave already reported that the Cabinet submitted to the Tsar its decision on 
tve role of Jews in joint stock companies. Last week his Majesty considered the

According to the majority report, however, Jews will not be able to act as 
cirectors and managers of. joint stock companies Owning land outside the urban 


areas, and only in the cases of companies possessing less than five hundred acres 


- In 1904 
the restrictions against Jews in joint stock companies were practically abolished, 
and onl¥ in 1907, at the commencement of the reactionary era, was the influence 
of the Jews in.the companies again made subject to restrictions.

Jewish Hospitals in Jerusalem. 
Mr: Franklin. proceeded to say that.in regard to the nospitals, this question is 
very urgent. 
* There is one Jewish Hospital in Jerusalem,” he said, “which is splendidly 
equipped and well-managed, but in which.a large proportion of the-beds are empty 
owing to lack of funds There is another which is over-full, but which, both in 
equipment and management, is very much behind the age.. A Hospital Board 
could co-ordinate the work of these hospitals, and I feel sure that a scheme could 
be devised whereby the hospital accommodation for Jewish patients in Jerusalem, 
present inadequate, could be considerably augmented, and 
whereby the management and equipment of the worst could be brought up to the 
level of the best. In the matter of orphanages there is notoriously competition of 
a very unpleasant character. If a Board had existed to deal with orphanages, all 
this would have been prevented and much bad blood avoided.”

It is a matter of sincere regret 
that local prejudices would make it practically impossible to place a woman in a 
position of supreme responsibility on a,committee for re-organisation. One of the 
very first things that would have to be done would be to have a proper audit and 
examination of the accounts of all the communities and institutions. This, of 
course, already exists in those controlled by the great European bodies, such as the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, the Hilfsverein, the Alliance, the: Frankfort Group, etc 
As a beginning, the Haham Bashi has decided to institute a financial control over 
the Sephardi,community over which he has authority, and he has already 
appointed a highly efficient local banker to undertake this duty. . It-is to be 
hoped that pressure will be brought to bear upon the Ashkenazi community and. 
the various independent bodies to induce them to submit themselves to similar 
control,. This will be a first, but a very long, step in the direction of reform.”

Another reason, no doubt, was because of the very deep interest 
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tion, about 20,000—22,000, were receiving religious instruction in various organisa- 
tions, She did not think that the possibility of obtaining these figures now existed, 
but that number had increased since it was published. More and more, the com- 
munity was spreading out all round London. In these scattered districts their 
duty was greater than where the facilities were easier for the parents to get private 
teachers. The work of the Board was one On which people of every political 
point of view could unite. The supporter of voluntary schooks could have no 
objection. The supporter of secular schools could see no wrong in religious 
mstruction being given after school hours, and not gt the expense of the rates. 
No one had an excuse for nat giving. In conclusion she quoted words used by her 
father in regard to the Jewish clergy, whose mission it was to spread on earth the 
idea of the unity of God, the supremacy of virtue and the brotherhood of men. 
(Cheers. 

Fhe CHitr Rass, in reply, said that in the name of the clergy he had to 
thank them for the cordiality with which that toast had been received. None 
could be more concerned in the fortunes of the Board than were the clergy. In 
fact, as the Dinner Committee would know, the clergy, including the Chief Rabbi, 
had consented, for the sake of the Board, to be reduced to beggary! (Laughter. }

criminality in Paris and New. York. The “ Duties of Citizenship,” on a non-sectarian 
Bible and.religious instruction was proving a somewhat 

tepid stimulus for righteous hving when the growing youth was assailed by the whirl- 

-wind of passion or of Self-interest: Frederic Harrison, whom‘no one in his senses 
would accuse of. prejudice in favour of religion, once wrote :—‘' History shows us 
one force, and one force only, which. is strong. enough to overmaster the sting of 
appetite; the white heat of religious enthusiasm has proved stronger than the 
red -heat of selfish desire. And nothing else in the history of mankind has done 
50." It was the mission of the clergy to combat all indifference and ‘hostility to 
religious instruction, all ignorance of its infinite importance in. the character- 
.building of. our men and women of to-marrow. .Anthropologists told us that if we 
wished to peep into the mind and soul of primitive man, we must study the child. 
The child-was the key to the understanding of the race ; but, conversely, it was 
just as.true that the race was the key to the child: One. could never understand 
the child except through the race-from which it was.sprung. And ‘what was more, 
one ‘could never bring out what is best in the child unless one developed it along 
the ethnic lines of those whose blood flowed in its veins. (Hear, hear.) There 
were gates in the heavens above, our mystics. declared, which opened but to the 
voice of song. And the clergy believed with a perfect faith that the gates of that 

heaven on earth, called the child-sou!l, the gates leading to- those innermost 
recesses of its being where the springs of action dwelt, would only open to the 
voice of Jewish prayer and the song of Israel’s past. (Cheers.) There was an 
apocryphal story of | : | 

‘A HIBERNIAN: PREACHER 

- who boasted that when he was in the pulpit he had one.eye on the clock, one eye. 
on his MS., and one eye on the congregation. (Laughter.) Because he knew of 
the clergy's interest in.the Jewish Religious. Education, Board, he could make a 
similar boast on behalf of the Anglo-Jewish clergy. They had one eye on the 
congregation—they could not help people if they did not understand them: one 

"eye on the clock—to study the needs of their time; and one eye, their mind's eye. 
their soul’s eye—on the future! (Cheers.) 

Mr. R. M. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE, L.C.C., in proposing thé toast of ‘The 

Visitors,” coupled with it the name of Sir Robert Blair, Education Officer of the 

-L.C.C. * He thought the Jewish community had no reason to complain of what 
the County Council had done for Jewish children. i 

Sir ROBERT BLAIR, in reply, said that that was the first time he had had an 
opportunity of being present at a Jewish gathering, and he hoped it would not be 
the ast. (Cheers.). There were eight Jewish non-provided ‘schools in 

London, but there were thirty-two Jewish provided schools. They had not only. 

8,000 children in their own schools, but something like 20,000 in the schools 
which were purely Council schools. He had learnt from his experience of London 

schools ‘that the Jewish. parents were intensely keen on the education. of their 
children and looked very well after them. Many a time the feeling came home to 
him that he wished the poor English, Scotch, and Irish people would look after 
their children as well asthe poor Jewish people did. The Chief Rabbi had quoted 
someone as saying that the making of good citizens was everything and religion 
might be left out of account. He was one of those who did not believe that at all. 

There were various bodies of doctrine taught by different religious bodies, but the 
object which all had in view was to produce a right attitude towards living, and 
unless they got that attitude they would never produce good citizens,

JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


‘CAN A JEW BE LORD CHANCELLOR? 
INTERESTING DISCUSSION, | 


‘A meeting of the Jewish Historical Society was held on Monday at the Mocatia 


Library, University College, the President, Mr. E.. N. ADLER, in the Chair. 
Dr. IsRAEL ABRAHAMS summarised a paper by himself and Mr. C. Sayfe, on 
“A Purchase of Hebrew Books by the English Parliament in 1647.” He stated 


that London booksellers did an extensive tradein foreign books between the years - 


1630-50, and many catalogues were extant. In 1647 a certain George Thomasson 


‘issued a catalogue advertising a collection of Hebrew books procured,from an. 


Italian Rabbi: In March, 1647, the House of Commons voted £2,000 for the 
erection of a public library at Cambridge, the money to be taken from Church 
funds, and £500 for the purchase of this collection from Thomasson, who was 
thanked by special resolution for enabling Parliament to secure the collection. 


The Howse of Lords concurred in the purchase of the books, but there was no ° 
record of the £2,000 vote coming before the Lords, probably because feeling had. . 


been aroused as to the source from which it was proposed to take the money. 
Dr. Abrahams showed the part which John Selden had taken in securing this vote. -

Coleridge, Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Asquith, and Col. Saunderson, in favour of the 


view that a Jew could be Lord Chancellor. 


In the course of a discussion which followed, Mr. SHERWOOD, a barrister and 


a Roman Catholic, thought that the case in regard to the Jews was clearer than in 
that of the Roman Catholics, though the late Lord Russell had referred the 
question to a commission consisting of Mr. Asquith, Mr. (now Lord) Haldane, 
and Mr. Justice Bray, who had decided even in favour of a Catholic being able to 
be Lord Chancellor. Mr. Sherwood expressed his pleasure at being present at 
that meeting, and said that in this country the utmost good feeling prevailed 
between Catholics and Jews, and he was glad to know that Catholics had been 
foremost in joining in the protests against the Blood Libel. 3 

The Rev. S. Levy thought that Mr. Henriques had not made out his case. He 
did not see how it was possible to get over the difficulty of the Chancellor being 
“the keeper of the king’s conscience.” If the king must be a Protestant the 


Chancellor must be a Protestant, too.

In the shining record of eternal 
mercy, no brighter place can be found than for the memory of him who first 
provided a means of reading for the blind. We are asked to help the present 
movement to provide these books for those who, thank God, can. now read them. 
I will not even stay to enforce the appeal by another word, for I know that’ never 
has there been uttered here a plea for which the kind hearts of this congregation 
have been more prepared and willing. | 
There is one thing, however, that I would care to say that may carry the 
force of this appeal beyond the immediate effect of our present generosity. 


There is in our neighbourhood the School for the Blind at Swiss Cottage. 


There the handwork of the blind is exhibited always for sale. It would be a 
great blessing to those patient toilers in the darkness if we were to make a 
point of purchasing their work, there being very many things that are in daily 
requirement in Our household, and the work has, moreover, a stability and 
censcientiousness not always found in other markets. To buy there is often 
better than to give elsewhere. 

_And we are asked this day not only to deepen our sympathy with the 
afflicted, but to give thanks to the Almighty for our own gift of vision. 
This is nothing new in Jewish worship, for we have already heard in the early 
morning service the prayer of gratitude for sight which is set for us to utter each 
day of our lives. 
our eyes on a new day without immediately giying thanks to God for our ability to 
perceive it. Now let us together pause for a moment and each of us sav in our 
hearts that we thank God for this great blessing, MPD OWA - 
Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God, King of the Universe, who openeth the eyes 
of the blind.” And as thankfulness takes possession of our hearts, let fretfulness 
and disappointment pass away. ‘ When the small things look as small as they
